Mosquito season is coming 
What can you do to reduce the Mosquito population? 


By CHARITY B. LEGVOLD 

WILMINGTON - Did you 
know that mosquitoes can 
breed in the tiny amount of 
water that could be found 
inside a soda bottle cap that 
might be lying on the side of 
the road? 

A wet spring can be a prime 
set-up for mosquitoes to 
reproduce in great numbers 
and since they are not just 
annoying, but can also make 
people very ill, residents 
must take precautions to 
avoid or eliminate them. 

Wilmington’s Director of 
Public Health Shelly 
Newhouse emphasized the 
importance of clearing all 
kinds and sizes of water-bear- 


lessen the numbers of mos- 
quitoes reproducing near 
their homes. 

“Just take a quick survey of 
your yard for what can-hold 


water,” said-Newhouse. 

“People need to know that 
any kind of containers in 
their yard that hold water for 
more than a week need to be 
cleaned out, said Timothy 
Deschamps, Executive 
Director of Central Mass. 
Mosquito Control Project 
(CMMCP). “Many people 
actually contribute to their 
own problem.” 

Children’s wading pools and 
bird baths are examples of 
containers that can be 
cleaned out and refilled to 
prevent mosquitoes from 
breeding in them. Old tires, 
buckets, plant pots, children’s 
toys, even something as small 
as the cap to a soda bottle can 
hold enough water for mos- 
quitoes to reproduce. 

Newhouse added that keep- 
ing grass trimmed and limit- 
ing outdoor activities at dusk 
are also good precautions. 

Deschamps agreed that res- 
idents can also avoid mosqui- 


toes by avoiding being outside 
during dawn and dusk hours 
when the mosquitoes tend to 
be most active.

During 
storms, Frank would not 
leave until the last customer 
was on line and all the line- 
men were done with their 
work. His dedication to the

Mosquito season is coming

said the exact timing will 
depend upon weather condi- 
tions because they typically 
spray at night (to avoid 
harming the bee population) 


when the temperature is ‘ 


above 50 degrees, no rain, and 
winds less than 10 miles per 
hour. 

The CMMCP website will 
list dates when they will be 
spraying in specific parts of 
towns and also alerts resi- 
dents if mosquitoes in the 
area are found to be carrying 
the West Nile Virus, Spraying 
is done by request only and 
follows a confirmation that 
the numbers of mosquitoes in 
the target area are at 
“unbearable” numbers. 

Residents can fill out a 


request form online or can 
call 508-393-3055. to request 
mosquito spraying. “When 
the weather cooperates we 
check those areas and make 
application,” said 


One commonly asked ques- 
tion is about the toxicity of 
the spray. According to the 
CMMCP website the mosqui- 
to spraying has very low toxi- 
city to mammals, birds and 
other organisms, Acute toxic- 
ity is very low compared to 
some common substances 
that people are exposed to 
such as caffeine and over-the- 
counter medicines. Residents 
may also make a request to

A night of music and fun will be held next month to raise 
funds to purchase a wheelchair-accesible vehicle that would 
greatly improve the quality of life for a young Wilmington boy - 
a boy with a terminal disease. 

The fundraiser, which will feature the music of Jim Plunkett, 
cash bar and raffle prizes, will take place Saturday, May 15, 
from 8 p.m. to midnight at Kitty’s Restaurant on Route 28 in 
North Reading. 

Ethan Gentry is a four-year-old Wilmington boy who was 
recently diagnosed with leukodystrophy, a disease which gradu- 
ally results in the progressive degeneration of the white matter 
of the brain. This, in turn, results in diminished physical ability 
and functions for the afflicted individual. 

At this time there is no cure for the disease, and it is termi- 
nal for those diagnosed with it, though there is also no sure way 
of knowing when that day will come. The result is an often ago- 
nizing situation for parents, who do their best to cope with the

reality of the disease, while also trying to keep up a brave face 
in front of their children. 

Ethan’s mother Jenn Gentry is just such a parent 
Originally told by doctors that Ethan had multiple sclerosis (a 
hard enough diagnosis to hear from a physician), soon after 
she found herself feeling that something else was wrong. 

“The initial diagnosis was tough,” said Gentry. “No parent 
wants to hear that. But you start to deal with that, but then it 
just seemed that Ethan wasn’t growing. It just didn’t feel right 
to me, so I began questioning it with doctors.” 

Her concerns led to further testing by physicians, which 
eventually resulted in-a new diagnosis by doctors - Ethan was 
suffering leukodystrophy, a disease with no known cure. 

The news hit Jenn hard. 

“It was really hard,” said Gentry. “You aren't expecting 
something like that, and you aren’t really prepared for it. There 
were some very tough days after that, trying to deal with it.” 

Like Jenn, many people may be unfamiliar with leukodystro- 
phy, and just how devastating a disease it can be. 


What is Leukodystrophy? 
According to the National Institute of Neurological 
Disorders and Stroke (NINDS), Leukodystrophy refers to pro-

In the new ‘Clash of the 
Titans’, the ultimate strug- 
gle for power pits men 
against kings and. kings 
against gods, But the war 
between the gods them- 
selves could destroy the 
world. Born of a god but 
raised as a man, Perseus 
(Sam Worthington) is help- 
less to save his family from 
Hades (Ralph Fiennes), 
vengeful god of the under- 
world. With nothing left to 
lose, Perseus volunteers to 
lead a dangerous mission to 
defeat Hades before he can 
seize power from Zeus 
(Liam Neeson) and unleash 
hell on earth. 

Leading a daring band of 
warriors, Perseus sets off on 
a perilous journey deep into 
forbidden worlds. Battling 
unholy demons and fear- 
some beasts, he will only 
survive if he can accept his 
power as a god, defy his fate 
and create his own destiny. 

Director Louis Leterrier 
delivers the goods in the 
form of thrills in most of the 
action and effects 
sequences, but things can 
get confusing, there’s so 
much going on.

“The Board of Selectmen 
unanimously endorsed a fiscal 
2011 Department of Public 
Works budget which totals 
$8,930,712,” notes _—the 
Burlington edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Of that amount, $6,834,212 
is the operating budget, an 
increase of just over 1 percent 
from this year. 

“The ‘accommodated 
accounts’ total $2,096,500, a 
decrease of 8.2 percent over 
fiscal 2010. That portion of the 
budget involves items such as 
trash collection and street 
lights. 

“In introducing the budget, 
Town Administrator Robert 
Mercier stated there is no 
increase in the number of 
positions, though the 
Engineering Division would 
be restructured to add a certi- 
fied engineer. 

“Town Engineer Thomas 
Hayes, who represented the 
department since DPW Supt. 
John Sanchez was absent due 
to a family commitment, said 
the change would allow more

IN READING 

“The Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority Board of 
Directors recently transmitted 
its preliminary water and 
sewer assessments for Fiscal 
Year 2011 to member commu- 
nities, and the early numbers 
show a 1.2 percent increase on 
the combined assessments for 
the town of Reading,” notes 
the Reading edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“The figures, sent to the 
Board of Selectmen, show that 
the overall water assessment 
for Reading for FY11 actually 
dropped 0.6 percent, from 
$1,737,501 in FY10 to $1,726,878 
for the projected fiscal year. 
But the sewer assessment 
went up 2 percent from FY1¢ 
to FY11, from $3,844,457 to 
$3,921,051, and when the two 
figures are combined you get 
the 1.2 percent overall hike. 

“The preliminary assess- 
ments represent an average 
water and sewer rate increase 
of 149 percent over FYIC 
assessments, which MWRA 
officials say is the lowest rate 
increase their organization 
has instituted since 1996.”

The most common symp- 
tom of a leukodystrophy dis- 
ease is a'gradual decline in an 
infant or child who previously 
appeared well.

There is often a 
slowdown in mental and phys- 
ical development.

As the disease progresses, 
patients will lose the ability to 
perform daily living activities 
and need to be monitored con- 
tinually, including feeding. 
Patients with these late-onset 
forms of MLD can have very 
slow progressive decline, last- 
ing for decades. However, 
their life span is shortened 
due to the disease. 

‘Treatment for most of the 
leukodystrophies is sympto- 
matic and supportive, and 
may include medications, 
physical, occupational, and 
speech therapies; and nutri- 
tional, educational, and recre- 
ational programs. 

But newer information sug- 
gests there may be some hope 
in the future - bone marrow 
transplantation is showing 
promise for a few of the 
leukodystrophies. The NINDS 
supports research on genetic 
disorders, including the 
leukodystrophies, The goals of 
this research are to increase 
scientific understanding of 
these disorders, and to find 
ways to prevent, treat, and 
ultimately, cure them.

Fill up baggies with a 
blend of nuts, dried fruit and 
dark chocolate chips for a filling, 
tasty and relatively nutritious 
snack. 


3. Moderate sugary drinks. 
Many people fail to realize a 
good portion of their caloric 
intake comes from beverages. 
Whether sports drinks or sodas, 
sugary beverages do little to sat- 
isfy and could cause you to eat 
more.
